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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-8, 13-17 and 20, are drawn to a method for using 
phosphotyrosine for protecting biological material from cell-damaging 
factors comprising the steps of (a) providing of biological material and (b) 
contacting said biological material to phospCotyrosine, classified in class 
424, subclass 94.3. 

II. Claims 9 and 18, are drawn to a method for producing a pharmaceutical 
composition for the prophylactic and/or therapy-accompanying treatment 
of radiation therapy patients and/or chemotherapy patients, comprising the 
steps of (a) providing of phosphotyrosine and (b) formulating said 
phosphotyrosine into an appropriate galenics, classified in class 424, 
subclass 94.3. 

III. Claims 11,12 and 19, are drawn to a culture medium, comprising 
phosphotyrosine and other usual buffering substances, carrier 
substances, auxiliary substances and/or additives, classified in class 424, 
subclass 94.3. 

IV. Claim 10, is drawn to a pharmaceutical composition, comprising 
phosphotyrosine and a pharmaceutical acceptable carrier, classified in 
class 424, subclass 94.3. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions land II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are unrelated because they have different effects. Invention I is 
drawn to a method of using phosphotyrosine for protecting biological material from cell- 
damaging factors. Invention II is a process for producing a pharmaceutical composition 
for the prophylactic and/or therapy-accompanying treatment of radiation therapy and/or 
chemotherapy patients. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not related because they have different effects. Invention I is a 
process for using phosphotyrosine for protecting biological material from cell-damaging 
factors. However Invention III is a culture medium comprising phosphotyrosine and 
other usual buffering substances, carrier substances, auxiliary substances and/or 
additives. These are unrelated because the process for using phosphotyrosine is not 
used for the culture medium in Invention III. Hence different effects would occur. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not related because of the different effects. Although in 
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Invention IV there is a pharmaceutical composition claimed, the process in Invention I is 
not relevant to the pharmaceutical composition in Invention IV. Hence there are 
different effects from these two inventions. 

Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are (1) drawn to a method for producing a pharmaceutical 
composition and (2) a culture medium comprising phosphotyrosine. These are two 
inventions that are not related. 

Inventions II and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make another and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the process as claimed can be used to make 
another and materially different product, such as, phosphotyrosine which is used to 
inhibit the growth of human breast and kidney carcinoma cells as evidenced by Mishra 
et al. (Cancer Research 53, pp. 557-563, 1993) on page 4 of the specification. 

Inventions III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions are not related because each invention relates to two different 
compositions that entail different components. 
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Notice of Possible Rejoinder 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
All claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 1 12. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01. 
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A telephone call was made to Attorney Marina Gordey on October 16, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions or species are not 
patentably distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of 
record showing the inventions or species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the 
record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C.103(a) of the other invention.
